Jewish Estimate of Jesus. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


ABBI WISE’S fuller statement 4s to 

his declaration, on the historicity of 
the life of Jesus, shows that he does not 
go beyond the position which leaders of 
Jewish thought have taken hitherto. He 
holds Jesus to have been a great product 
of the Jewish race-—a teacher whose 
ideals have remained so far beyond the 
practices of mankind that they have 
seemed impracticable. That the ideals 
of Jesus are really unattainable, Dr. Wise 
denies. 

In saying that “Christendom is not yet 
Christian,” Dr. Wise points to shortcom- 
ings which few Christians would deny. 
But historically, it would seem recessary 
for all admirers of Jesus to give Chris- 
tians credit for having preserved the rec- 
ord of his life and teachings. If it were 
not for the men who, in and soon after 
Jesus’ lifetime, believed not only in the 
greatness of His character and teach- 
ings, but believed also in His divinity and 
in his miraculous resurrection, our 
knowledge of the Man of Nazareth might 
today be limited to a paragraph in Jo- 
sephus. The Sermon on the Mount, and 
the priceless parables and sayings of 
Jesus, which have enriched all literature, 
are the great treasure which the Chris- 
tian Church has transmitted to the mod- 
ern world.

Busses and Trucks. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


T occurs to me that there is a move- 

ment on foot by someone who is inter- 
ested in driving busses from St. Louis. 
Whoever wants to force the bus com- 
pany to equip their busses with pneu- 
matic tires has failed to include in their 
campaign that it would be justice to in- 
sist that every truck in St. Louts should 
be equipped in the same manner. There 
@re probably more trucks of greater 
weight that use solid tires and do more 
harm hauling loads of rock than do the 
busses with their loads of people. The 
whole campaign against the busses 
sounds like “smal! town stuff.” It is 
clearly a political move or conducted by 
aome selfish interest. 

St. Louis has lost a number of very 
large manufacturing companies through 
i tactics. The Burroughs Adding 

ine Co. is now employing people 
and paying taxes in Detroit instead of St. 
TAulg because they were driven away 
from this city. 

IT trust that the people of St. Louis

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ilar to those ignored in the Ross case. 

If it were not a matter of record it would be hard 
to believe that a court of the dignity of the Missouri 
Supreme Court should be asked to take seriously 
some of the points raised by Ross’ lawyers. That is, 
it would be hard to believe if points as ridiculous had 
not been urged before in other cases—and success- 
fully. One denied the legality of the indictment be- 
cause the phrase, “by virtue of the trust reposed in 
him,” was not used. Another claimed a demurrer 
should have been sustained because the State did 
not prove the bank was incorporated. There was a 
quibble that the money in question was not the money 
of the bank, after {it got into custody of the State. 
And the comedy of such a defense reached a high 
point in the brilliant contention that the proof 
showed that Ross embezzled a check for $3352.47, 
but not the proceeds of the check! 

These and other arguments were ignored by the 
court, which said: “If officers occupying positions 
of trust and confidence embezzle funds placed in 
their hands they should not expect to be relieved 
from punishment on such legal technicalities as are 
presented in this case.” 

To give one or two other examples of the court’s 
attitude, William Nelson, a confessed murderer, asked 
that he be discharged for the brutal killing of an old 
man because the old man’s name was misspelled in 
the confession. The court declined. Clyde M. Bor- 
chert, serving a life sentence for an offense against 
an 8-year-old girl, asked to be set free because three 
inconsequential words were omitted from a court 
record. Borchert will continue to serve his term. 
This batch of opinions, in the main, offers a pleas- 
ant contrast to the one issued last winter which 
included the Meininger, Hogan, Neary and other cases 
in which hairsplitting decisions were made. 
got a new trial because of a typographical error— 
the use of the word “without” instead of “with” in 
the Court’s instructions. Meininger’s reversal was 
based on the construction of a single santence in ar 
instruction, without reference to the guilt or inno- 
cence of the defendant.

David Sommers, whose unexpected death occurred 
Tuesday, left with the fortune whith testifies to his 
energy and capacity in business, memorials which 
eloquently speak of his warm-hearted generosity and 
philanthropy, and of the fine uses he made of the 
wealth he accumulated. 

On the day of his death the campaign under his 
leadership to raise the annual fund of the Federa- 
tion of Jewish Charities of $500,000 was completed. 
In opening that campaign, in which he was the 
leading contributor, he said: “Let us by our lives 
and by our service, give new dignity to the name of 
Jew. Let us understand a new significance of our 
birth. Let us leave no bequest of shame to our chil- 
dren. Let us rather give fully of ourselves, as of our 
wealth, in order that the age-old stories of Jewish 
warmth, Jewish sympathy, of Jewish love and of Jew- 
ish generosity may gladden our grandchildren as they 
have gladdened us.” 

This is an ideal that may well be adopted by people 
of all races. These were not meaningless words to 
David Sommers. He lived up to the ideal. He was 
the founder of the Dorothy Drey Sommers Shelter 
Home, the memorial erected to his wife and two chil- 
dren and his mother-in-law, who were killed in an 
automobile accident. He was president of the Young 
Men’s Hebrew Association, under whose adminis- 
tration and leadership the handsome structure now 
being erected was financed. His last work was the 
successful leadership of the Charities Federation's 
campaign for $500,000. 

Childless through a-tragic accident, David Sommers 
became a father to the fatherless, and a friend of the 
unfortunate. His death in the prime of life is a 


great loss to his own people and to St. Louis.

The Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Morals of the Methodist Episcopal Church has now 
come out with a sixteen-plank platform on the pro 
hibition enforcement question. This platform con- 
demns. It denounces. It’ dictates. It expresses 
alarm. It censures, scolds and recommends. Its re- 
marks are addressed to the Government, over which 
it hovers in self-appointed censorship. And behind 
its remarks, to give them force, is a politica) threat.

This church body’s actions offer a notable example 
of the growing interference of religion with state 
affairs. It and similar organizations no longer dis- 
tinguish any separation between the things that are 
Caesar's and the things that are God's. Nearly every 
day brings forth some new pronouncement, threat, 
command or suggestion from churches as to how the 
Government shall direct its affairs. In the present 
case the Government is even criticised for permit- 
ting other churches than the Methodist Episcopal to

A FORWARD STEP IN TOLERATION. 


It is not so much the fact that Rabbi Wise, a rec- 
ognized Jewish leader, has expressed the enlightened 
view regarding the founder of. Christianity held by 
modern Jews as the fact that wide publicity has been 
given to his statement and the friendly discussion 
which followed that makes for toleration. That pub- 
licity would have been impossible in some countries, 
where medieval anti-Semitic prejudices still govern 
large masses of the people. 

Following the expressions of Rabbi Wise and other 


Jewish teachers on the respect and love for the teach- | 


ings of Jesus felt by American Jews in general, A. 
Rosenthal, editor of The Modern View, published in 
St. Louls, sums it up by saying: “The Jewish people 
conceive Jesus to be a personage of most exalted 


attributes, embodying wisdom, tenderhess, putity, | 


justice, compassion, mercy, integrity, love and for- 
giveness.” 

This, surely, is a rebuke to that intolerant state of 
mind which inspired the Ku Klux Klan leaders to 
condemn Jews as unfit for American citizenship. It 
ought to be the beginning of a better understanding 
between Americans as members of churches and as 
citizens. On such a basis we can all live harmoni- 
ously.

It is to give the great Italian family scat- 
tered in all parts of the world a broader sense of 
the mother country; to create in the hearts of 
all our people that pride of race and thirst for 
power which is destined to assure us all the 
land, all the air and all the sun that is indis- 
pensable for our incoercible life.
